It was anew scene in the 
period of hia life, the rfTectol which, 
wo'ds could not exp ess .\Aer his mind 
had bvc^ii tutts graciously visited and en- 
lii;hiened. his natural impeiioys lemprr 
w.iuld «omctimc« show Itaelf, with sud- 
pen fi;« of passion ; for this he was al- 
vaya^nitent, and often expretted his 
sorrow. 
Paihaps thi.« was nermitied to

He had a tis*er In Ctarmany, a 
Homan Catholic, matricd to a nobleman 
lie lamented his being <jblif;ed to return 
to Germany where h« said he shonM be 
aurroundtd hy Komish priest«

ou« to his departure he r. quested some 
of l''ricnd*s writings ; acknowledging 
that he foil more saiiifaciion in reading 
them than any other. 
He attended 
Fi'end’s Meetings regularly till he left
